TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD FOR THE YEAR 
ENDING JULY 3st, 1898. 


In presenting our report as required by law, we can 
Say we believe good progress has been made in most of 
our schools. We have employed fifteen different teach- 
ers during the past year, who have toiled diligently for 
the good of their pupils. 

It has been our aim in selecting teachers to procure the 
best for the position they were to fill. If we have failed 
in this regard, it has been a mistake, unintentional on our 
part. 

There are always some who are ever ready to criticise 
the teacher, let them do ever so well. And here, let us 
Say parents should be slow to criticise teachers in the 
presence of their children and also slow to heed evil 
reports of the school coming from them. It would be 
much better and add greatly to the interest of our 
schools, if parents would often visit them and speak an 
encouraging word to teacher and pupil. They little 
realize what a help it would be to their children. It 
would lighten the teacher’s task and give them new 
impetus for greater exertion. To insure the best results 
parents must heartily co-operate with the teachers and 
act in harmony with them. 

Some few of the parents, we are sorry to report, have 
allowed their children to be absent from the school much 
of the time, thereby losing the benefit of the schooling 
they so much need.. When will the fathers and mothers 
awake to the importance of having their children attend 
regularly each day of the school, and thereby get the 
benefit of the money expended for school purposes.

While visiting the schools during their several sessions 
‘it gave us much pleasure to notice the degree of interest 
manifested, both by teacher and scholar. The readiness 
with which the pupils answered the questions proposed 
to them showed conclusively that they had applied them- 
selves diligently to their task. We think, as a whole, 
the school year has been a success.
